A letter  from  Senator  Harding  to  one  of  his  constituents,  a Mr.  George  W.  Upton  of  Warren,  Ohio.  In  the  letter,  Senator 
Harding  says  "I  quite  agree  with  you  that  this  war  ought  to  be  fully  won  and  end  with  Germany  so  reduced  in  power  that 
she  cannot  again  make  warfare  in  two  or  three  generations  to  come.  I think  we  shall  be  constraining  a point  to  go 
farther  than  that  but  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  me  if  Germany  is  rendered  helpless  in  a military  and  naval  sense  and 
made  to  become  an  unarmed  factor  in  our  current  civilization."  He  goes  on  to  say  "I  should  cordially  subscribe  to  the 
complete  annihilation  of  Germany  if  I did  not  think  that  meant  other  involvements  too  extent  to  attempt  to  comment  on 
them  at  this  time."  He  concludes  the  letter  with  the  comment  "You  know  this  war  for  civilization  isn't  going  to  stamp 
out  jealousy  among  nation  nor  is  any  sort  of  'league  for  peace'  going  to  eliminate  well  established  human  elements 
among  mankind.  Harding  was  considered  to  be  an  empty  headed  president,  and  this  letter  certainly  belies  that  fact.
